CLEVELAND MEN AT BANQUET 





Annual Event of Exchange on Lincoln’s 
Birthday Honored by Presence of 
Prominent Speakers 





More than one hundred persons sat 
down Friday evening to the most suc- 
cessful Lincoln Day banquet ever given 
by the Cleveland Fire Insurance Ex- 
change. The big banquet hall of the 
Union Club was handsomely decorated 
with the national colors, set at frequent 
intervals with pictures of the martyr 
president, and over all ran a profusion 
of flowers and vines. At intervals on 
the walls were collections of hand ex- 
tinguishers, firemen’s axes and helmets. 
The tables were in the form of a hol- 
low square, but decorations occupied 
the inside space. These consisted of 
firemen’s ladders set up with the tops 
together and covered with vines and 
flowers. Over the top and through the 
rungs were suspended two lines of hose, 
running the length of the table. Noz- 
zles and other parts of the usual fire ap- 
paratus were scattered about the tables, 
among the bowls of cut flowers. The 
whole arrangement attested to the taste 
and skill of the members of the com- 
mittee who had charge of the dinner. 


Menu Card a Policy 


One of the interesting features was 
the menu card, which was fashioned 
after a fire insurance contract, filled in 
apparently with a typewriter in red ink. 
The assured was “One Hungry Under- 
writer” and the premium, $3. The pol- 
icy form was as follows: 

ONE MEAL—For the empty space, below the 
aesophagus. Such empty space adjoining 
and communicating with the Liver, 
Lungs, Bladder and Kidneys, including 
all other permanent fixtures, attached to 
and forming a part of the risk. 

The paper was signed by William B. 
Maxson, president; M. C. Willis, secre- 
tary, and countersigned by James & 
Brooks as local agents. 

Gooch Is Toastmaster 

After the menu was disposed-of Pres- 
ident W. B. Maxson of the Exchange 
introduced Robert E. Gooch, secretary 
of the Western Reserve Insurance Com- 
pany of Cleveland, as the toastmaster, 
the middle initial standing for Effer- 
vescent, according to the president. 
Mr. Gooch performed the duties well. 
_ Fred P. Thomas of Cleveland was 
introduced in a humorous manner by 
the toastmaster as the man spoken of 
more than any other from the Cana- 
dian shore to the alligator region of 
the south. Mr. Thomas responded to

PUT OFF HEARING ON BILL 


INSURANCE MEN ARE AROUSED 





Great Interest in Measure to Repeal 
Iowa Anticompact Law—Change 
May be Made 


Des Moines, lowa, Feb. 17—( Special) 
—The hearing on the Harding bill to 
repeal the Blanchard anticompact law, 
was postponed until next Wednesday, 
upon request of its sponsor, who de- 
sires more time to prepare his argu- 
ment. About ten out-of-town field men 
were disappointed by the delay, but 
will be on hand next week. Represen- 
tative Harding may amend his bill so 
that the attorney-general and auditor 
will have some voice in the rate mak- 
ing, which occurs at joint meetings 
provided for in the bill, instead of at- 
tending as mere spectators. 

Experts Meet Committee 

Four experts appeared before the in- 
surance committee at a _ preliminary 
meeting on this bill, which was held 
last week—B. L. West of Erie, Pa., as- 
sistant general agent of the Insurance 
Company of North America; W. I. 
Fisher of Minneapolis, manager of the 
General Inspection Company; A. F. 
Dean of Chicago, assistant western 
manager of the Springfield F. & M., 
and author of the Dean schedule, and 
George J. Delmege, president of the 
Century Fire of Des Moines. All pre- 
sented arguments for the measure and 
urged the repeal of the Blanchard act, 
pointing out the advantages’ of state- 
wide uniformity of rates. Mr. West, 
when questioned, admitted that the 
companies were doing business at a 
profit in Iowa now, but declared that 
the present laws permitted rebating and 
all sorts of unfairness. 

Home Companies Ground Down 

President Delmege of the Century 
stated that a continuance of present 
deplorable conditions meant the ruin 
of some of the weaker Iowa companies. 
He declared that a concern which con- 
fined itself exclusively to the Hawkeye 
state could not exist much longer. He 
indicated that the older, eastern com- 
panies, which write business every- 
where in America, would be unaffected 
by the drastic Iowa law, as they were 
making profits elsewhere. 

Only the insurance men appeared be 
fore the committee, Representative 
Harding postponing the introduction of 
his bill until later. He has secured a 
volume of evidence, which he will pre- 
sent in due time, which will show that 
the little man has been discriminated 
against. He will try and convince the 
committee that insurance rebating is as 
bad as railroad rebating. 

Deluge of Letters Coming In 

A perfect deluge of letters from their 
constituents, asking them to support 
the Harding bill, was received by the 
legislators this week and they are be- 
ginning to take notice. Ordinarily in- 
surance matters are to them dry and 
uninteresting, but they will pay more 
attention to the Harding measure than 
to any insurance bill which has been 
brought before them in the last five 
years. These letters are results of the 
work of the special agents, who for the

GRAND JURY MAY INDICT 


CONSIDER OHIO GERMAN CASE 





Only Charge that Can Hold Officers 
of Defunct Company Is 
Perjury 





Toledo, Ohio, Feb. 17.—(Special.)— 
From all indications the charge against 
the officers of the Ohio German Fire, 
if they are indicted, which in all prob- 
ability they will be by the grand jury 
now in session, will be perjury. 

This plan, it is learned on indisput- 
able authority, has been decided upon 
by the state. Superintendent C. C. Lem- 
ert, who has been in this city for the 
past few days collecting evidence to be 
used in the case, has given careful at- 
tention to the statutes relating to the 
case, and it is learned he feels satisfied 
that the law is not specific on the ques- 
tion of the falsification of records or 
daily reports. 

It was for this reason, Judge Lem- 
ert states, that he prepared the bill in- 
troduced at this session of the Ohio 
legislature, making it a felony for any 
officer of an insurance company to fal- 
sify any reports made to the insurance 
department. 

Swore to Correctness of Reports. 

As the officers of the Ohio German 
swore to the correctness of the state- 
ments filed with the department the at- 
torney-general will, it is likely, seek 
the indictment of the company’s of- 
ficials on the ground of perjury, the 
penalty for conviction in such cases be- 
ing from three to seven years impris- 
onment. 

Judge Michael Donnelly, president of 
the defunct Ohio German, who it is 
said is largely responsible for the ex- 
isting conditions, was here the past few 
days in consultation with Attorney 
William F. Tyler, Superintendent Lem- 
ert, Prosecuting Attorney Webster and 
William Miller of the attorney-gener- 
al’s staff. It is understood that at this 
conference additional evidence regard- 
ing the wrecking of the Ohio German 
was placed in the hands of the prose- 
cutor. 


Judge Donnelly May Resign 

Word was received here late today 
from Bellefontaine, Ohio, that it was 
reported in court circles there that 
Judge Michael Donnelly would shortly 
tender his resignation as a circuit judge 
in this district and would not appear 
during the next court session in Logan 
county. 

C. T. Lewis, of the law firm of Doyle 
& Lewis, counsel for Judge Donnelly, 
said tonight that in his opinion Judge 
Donnelly would not resign from the 
circuit bench. 

Makes Donnelly a Martyr 

“He has committed no crime, unless 
you would call it a crime to dissipate 
his fortune in an effort to bolster up 
the Ohio German Fire,” said Mr. Lew- 
is. “There is talk of indicting him, but 
I do not know of any indictable offense 
he has committed. No, he would be 
foolish to resign.” 

Nevertheless, many local agents who 
are on the inside figure that this ts ex- 
actly what is going to happen, and it 
certainly would not surprise the public 
in the least to hear of Judge Donnelly’s 
resignation from the bench. 


Says He Will Still Accept Service 

Insurance Commissioner Henry of 
Mississippi has declined to accept the 
orders of the trustees of the Ohio Ger- 
man Fire, who recently notified him 
that they had the affairs of that concern 
in charge and that the dissolution of 
that company necessarily revoked the 
authority of all agents to accept service 
of process, including, of course, the au- 
thority of insurance commissioners to 
accept service. In reply to the order 
of the Ohio German trustees Commis- 
sioner Henry says: 

I beg to advise that my understanding is that 
section 2606 of the code under which the com- 
pany was required to appoint me as agent for 





service of process makes said authority a con- 
tinuing one and cannot be terminated so long as 
the company has any liability in Mississippi. 

Any other view would defeat the main object 
of the law, and for that reason I must de- 
cline to accept your notice of revocation of my 
right to accept service of process until the 
liabilities of both policyholders for losses and 
agents in Mississippi for unearned premiums 
have been fully liquidated. 


It is learned that several other states 
have followed along the same line as 
the Mississippi insurance commissioner. 





NOW TO WRITE AUTOMOBILE 





Aetna Enters New Field as a Marine 
Company—Rates That it Will 
. Charge 





New York, Feb. 17—(Special)—The 
Aetna has commenced writing automo- 
bile insurance under a marine valued 
policy. It covers loss by fire or theft 
or loss by stranding, sinking, collision 
or derailment while in the hands of a 
transportation company. Rates are as 
follows: 

Gasoline machines, built in 1909 and 
1908, 2% percent; built in 1907, valued 
at and insured for not less than $2,000, 
2% percent; built in 1907, valued at less 
than $2,000, 3% percent. 

Electric machines, built in 1909 and 
1908, 2% percent; built in 1907, 3 per- 
cent. 

Steam machines, built in 1909, insured 
for not less than $1,000, 2% percent; 
insured for less than $1,000, 3 percent; 
built in 1908, insured for not less than 
$1,000, 3 percent; insured for less than 
$1,000, 3%4 percent. 





Late News from New York 

New York, Feb. 17—(Special)—The 
senate insurance committee passed a 
resolution exonorating F. A. Wallis 
from any violation of insurance law 
either in letter or spirit. The senate, 
at today’s session, unanimously ap- 
proved this action. Mr. Wallis had been 
nominated for insurance superintendent, 
but a charge of rebating was made 
against him. 

The New York senate today con- 
firmed the nomination of William H. 
Hotchkiss of Buffalo as state superin- 
tendent of insurance to succeed Otto 
Kelsey. : 

Justice Erlanger, at a special term of 
the New York supreme court today, 
granted the application of William 
Hepburn Russell as a policyholder of 
the Washington Life, for an injunction 
restraining the Pittsburg Life & Trust 
from removing, assigning or disposing 
of the assets and securities of the 
Washington Life, recently taken over. 
The court also said he would appoint 
receivers to take charge of the assets 
and business of the Washington Life 
until final determination of the litiga- 
tion. 





Revokes Cosmopolitan Life Permit 

Commissioner Beedle of Wisconsin 
has revoked the license of the Cosmo- 
politan Life of Freeport, Ill. No rea- 
son is assigned. During December 
former Deputy Commissioner Waite 
made an examination and gave the 
company a fine send-off. 


Goes With Dubuque 

F. H. Westmeyer of Toledo, Ohio, 
formerly in a local agency there and 
later connected with the home office of 
the Ohio German, has been appointed 
special agent of the Dubuque in Ohio, 
Michigan and Indiana to asist State 
Agent Balsmeyer.

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MR. BEEDLE WANTS TO KNOW 





Asks Attorney-General Gilbert Some 
Questions as to Compensation for 
Examinations of Companies. 





Commissioner Beedle of Wisconsin 
has decided to proceed very carefully 
in the matter of collecting fees for ex- 
aminations, since the charges made by 
Mark W. Waite, former deputy com- 
missioner, have been turned over to 
the legislature by the governor, on rec- 
ommendation of the attorney-general. 
Commissioner Beedle last week sent a 
letter to the attorney-general, asking 
whether, in case an examination is 
made by an employe of the department, 
more than actual expenses may be col- 
lected from the company examined; 
whether the department should return 
to companies applying for admission 
and making a deposit to cover the cost 
of examination the residue of the de- 
posit over the expense of the examina- 
tion, or whether such residue shall be 
turned into the state treasury. 

The commissioner also wants to 
know whether the department is re- 
quired or authorized to collect from 
the company examined “compensa- 
tion” if the work is done by the ex- 
aminer or an employe of the depart- 
ment, and also whether the opinion of 
the attorney-general is binding on the 
commissioner and employes of his de- 
partment, and, if not, how far they are 
justified in acting upon such opinion. 

Replying to Mr. Beedle’s questions, 
Attorney-General Gilbert says that 
when nominations are made by the 
commissioner or his employes it is 
proper to charge the company exam- 
ined “compensation,” in addition to ex- 
penses, but such “compensation” be- 
longs to the state, as it pays the exam- 
iners’ salaries. The “compensation” 
should be based on the examiner’s reg- 
ular salary. He says the commission- 
er and employes of his department are 
not bound by the attorney-general’s 
opinions. Following such opinions 
might be a defense in criminal action. 
as showing absence of criminal intent, 
but would not be a defense in a civil 
suit. 





Receiver for the Guardian 

Following the mixup over the rein- 
surance deal with the Southern of New 
Orleans, the Guardian of Pittsburg has 
been placed in the hands of a receiver, 
Geo. S. Calvert of Pittsburg being ap- 
pointed to liquidate its affairs. It is 
figured that the assets are worth about 
$300,000. Its unearned premium lia- 
bility is about $250,000. The other lia- 
bilities’ will probably bring that item 
somewhat in excess of the assets. 

The Guardian Fire of Pittsburg was 
organized in 1906 by the consolidation 
of the Conestoga Fire of Lancaster, Pa., 
and the Armenia of Pittsburg. It trans- 
acted an agency business, operating 
through Dickson & Tweeddale. of New 
York, general agents. 

Criminal proceedings are contemplated 
in connection with the Southern, whose 
officers are charged with perjury. 





Buys Walla Walla’s Effects. 

The Central National of Chicago pur- 
chased the maps and other effects of the 
Chicago office of the Walla Walla, pay- 
ing $1,875 for the lot. The Girard se- 
cured an attachment on the effects, and 
this satisfies its loss claim against the 
Walla Walla, and something will be 
left to pay part of the salaries of the 
Walla Walla clerks, who had a half 
month’s wages due them when the com- 
pany failed. 

Some startling rumors came from the 
receiver of the Walla Walla as to secur- 
ities that were listed as assets. It looks 
now as though claimants will get noth- 
ing. 





A fire insurance antirebate bill and a_ bill 
to legalize local boards again and let them 
exercise rating powers will be introduced in 
Missouri next week. They are backed by the 
Missouri Association of Local Agents. 





INDIANA AUDITOR CASES UP 





Held That Former Official Did Not 
Retain State Funds, as State 
Did Not Own Them 





The opinion of the Indiana supreme 
court in the case of the state against 
former Auditor Americus C. Daily to 
collect $30,000, alleged to have been 
wrongfully retained by him from in- 
surance moneys that should have been 
paid to the state says that it is no part 
of the legal duty of the state auditor 
to receive or collect insurance taxes, 
but they are expressly required by the 
law to be paid “into the treasury of the 
state” and the allegations made do not 
constitute a charge that the defendant 
either as auditor or as individual re- 
ceived any money on behalf of the state 
or which belonged to the state, or re- 
tained any such moneys. Since no 
money belonging to the state arising 
from insurance taxes could lawfully 
come into defendant’s hands as state 
auditor, if he actually did collect or re- 
ceive any such taxes, they did not come 
into his hands the property of the state 
without some act amounting to an ac- 
ceptance or ratification by the state of 
his unauthorized act, and no facts con- 
stituting such acceptance or ratification 
are alleged. Insurance companies are 
much interested in this decision, as they 
paid hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to various state auditors and other suits 
are pending. 

In one of the test cases over the re- 
payment of taxes in Indiana by insur- 
ance companies that paid to the state 
auditor, as was the custom for years, 
instead of to the state treasurer, three 
superior court judges, en banc, at In- 
dianapolis have decided, in the case of 
the Mutual Life of New York, that the 
company is entitled to the interest it 
paid, together with the taxes it paid 
over again under protest, on the state’s 
demand. The court, however, decides 
the company is not entitled to the prin- 
cipal. It is agreed that the case shall 
be carried to the supreme court at 
once, as there are many other cases like 
it pending, and this will be made a test 

case. This one company has a dozen 
claims similar to the one now in court, 
in which only $1,200 in principal and 
$1,700 in interest is involved. Other 
companies have similar suits to get 
back the money they paid twice, for 
taxes, together with interest. 





Western of Pittsburg Figures 
A mistake was made last week in 
publishing the figures of the Western 
of Pittsburg. The correct ones are: 
Assets $881,944, reserve $423,646, net 
surplus $106,163, premiums $507.305, 
losses $258,193. 





McCarthy Wants a Job 

There is something of grim humor in 
the application Geo. O. McCarthy, of 
Toledo, is making to different fire com- 
panies for a position. McCarthy is a 
son-in-law of Judge Donnelly, the presi- 
dent of the Ohio German. He was a 
director of the company and as loss 
clerk is supposed to have been more or 
less responsible for the confused condi- 
tion of that department of the ill-starred 
company. One manager to whom Mc- 
Carthy applied for a position answered 
him by stating that when he desired a 
real, up-to-date loss clerk, he would 
probably send for McCarthy. 





At Hennessy, Okla., the firm of Westlake & 
Hines has been dissolved. J. L. Hines has 
Ryrcnaeed the interest of his partner, A. W. 
Vestlake, who has gone into the banking 
business.

COMMENT BY A TOLEDO AGENT 








Does Not Believe Local Men Should 
Foment Trouble and Start 
Rate War. 





Toledo, Ohio, Feb. 16.—To the Edi- 
tor—In a recent article some one as- 
sumes a threatened rate war in Toledo. 
I doubt if another city the size of To- 
ledo can show as true and loyal a spirit 
towards the companies and the main- 
taining of rates as has been done here 
in Toledo without an organization for 
two years. Accusations are made in 
many instances which are unfounded, 
such as accusing the small agencies of 
cutting the rates and getting the busi- 
ness away from the larger agencies. 
Then the big agencies got sore and 
want to go after the little fellow, but 
the reason they don’t is because the 
little fellow did not get the business, 
but the assured is carrying his own risk. 
This was demonstrated in the recent 
fire, where the total amount of insur- 
ance carried on stock was four mutual 
policies for $2,000 each, written for five 
years, and they would not have been 
renewed had they expired before the 
fire. The other policy was a $15,000 
in a Lloyds concern. 

Does this not prove that the agents 
accused of cutting the rates in getting 
the business away from the big agency 
is all untrue? The same argument ap- 
plies to another large store in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the one mentioned. 
The writer saw all other policies recent- 
ly, and the amount of insurance is prac- 
tically nothing compared with the 
amount of stock it is carrying, because 
the assured would not pay the new rate 
and the agents would not write at the 
old rate, so the assured is carrying his 
own risk. This condition of affairs, the 
writer does not consider serious, but it 
should obviate the necessity of one 
agént fighting another in a rate war. 

Many a business man in this city is 
anxious for a rate war, and many are 
laughing in their sleeves at the attitude 
and accusations of one agency against 
another. They keep track of us through 
their insurance committee. With the 
building laws revised and a high press- 
uré system installed a reduction of 
rates will follow. 

Hand in hand with this reduction 
will follow a slight reduction in dwell- 
ing rates, which will satisfy the people 
outside of the congested district. Why 
should the companies or the agents bor- 
row trouble? Would an organization 
of the insurance agents improve the 
present conditions? The writer thinks 
not. A To.epo AGENT. 





Ruling Affects Trust Companies 


Attorney-General U. G. Denman of 
Ohio, in an opinion handed down last 
week to State Bank Examiner Sey- 
mour, ruled that Ohio trust companies 
can neither do a real estate business 
nor enter the insurance business. Sev- 
eral of the large trust companies of the 
state had appealed to the bank examin- 
er for permission to do both, the latter 





by selling fire insurance. It will be 
necessary to get a law through the leg- 
islature, the attorney-general holds, to 
do either. There is no probability such 
a measure will be introduced at the 
present session. 





Cincinnati Club Meets 


A special meeting of the Cincinnati 
Fire Underwriters Club was held 
Wednesday evening at the Sinton Ho- 
tel. Dinner was served, and after that 
a discussion was had of the plans of 
the club for the following year. Prac- 
tically every member of the club was 
present. In former years distinguished 
speakers were invited, but this year the 
plan was changed, club members only 
being present.

Albert O. Myers, assistant secretary of 
the Franklin Fire of Wheeling, W. Va., 
who has been with the company for 
twelve years, has accepted the position 
of special agent in West Virginia for 
the National of Hartford, the Mechan- 
ics & Traders and Franklin.

Merwin Jackson Calls Attention to Big 
Sum Collected From Companies 
for the Department 


ee 


Toledo, Ohio, Feb. 16.—(Special.)— 
The Toledo agents are loud in their 
criticism of the methods of the state 
department and those responsible for 
the diverting of the million dollars col- 
lected to maintain the department. 
They point out that out of the million 
of dollars collected to maintain that de- 
partment but $42,000 was used for that 
purpose, the remainder of the fund ac- 
cording to Superintendent Lemert being 
taken over to the general fund. This 
total lack of funds in the department 
the Toledo agents declare is largely re- 
sponsible that the Ohio German Fire 
was allowed to exist so long as it did 
and intimate that there are several 
companies throughout the country 
doing business practically on wind, 
which the state department is handi- 
capped in investigating thoroughly be- 
cause of lack of the necessary funds to 
employ adequate and proficient men to 
make a thorough investigation. 

Local Agent Merwin Jackson says: 

A little over a million dollars was collected 
from the insurance companies, of which but 
$42,000 was spent on the insurance department. 
In excusing himself in failing to discover the 

hio German frauds, Superintendent Lemert 
said, continued Mr. Jackson, that the pay al- 
lowed his office was so small that they were 
unable to hire the necessary force to properly 
investigate such cases, although under the law 
the entire collection of over one million dollars 
was intended to be used by the insurance de- 
partment to protect the public against just such 
transactions as that revealed by the Ohio Ger- 
man investigation. 

It is the fact that the taxes which should 
have been applied to the investigation of insur- 
ance companies and their dealings was diverted 
to the general fund not only was as a severe 
injury to the public but made possible such 
failures as the Ohio German but leads the 
general public to believe and the insurance 
agents to believe there may be others. It cer- 
tainly seems that the insurance department with

OLD DETROITER COMMENTS

Correspondent Discusses Functions of 
an Insurance Newspaper and Other 
Questions He Thinks About 








Detroit, Mich., Feb. 16.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—A friend of mine 
who takes considerable interest in De- 
troit conditions said a manager asked 
him what’s the use of the Detroit cor- 


respondent of THE WesTERN UNn- 
DERWRITER. constantly harping on the 
conditions of insurance in Detroit. It 


doesn’t do any good, and he was sur- 
prised that THE WESTERN UNDER- 
WRITER allowed my stuff to be printed. 
Well, let’s look at the proposition. No 
two persons see an object just the same. 
I am willing to admit some of the mat- 
ter I send would be out of place if 
published in any but an insurance jour- 
nal. A good many things hannen daily 
that it is a good proposition to keep 
under cover, and, if an insurance jour- 
nal was read by the public generally, 
I would be very careful what I asked to 
be published. An insurance paper is 
supposed to be read by parties en- 
gaged in the insurance business. Very 
few, if any, insurance buyers take in- 
surance papers, hence, when writing 
you need not anticipate the buyer read- 
ing what you do not want them to 
know. It’s true, I think, that some 
agents have taken the paper to show 
their patrons what effect the cutting of 
rates has on us, and perhaps they have 
profited by it, yet this should not bar 
us from giving publicity to facts. The 
readers are insurance managers and 
agents. The UNDERWRITER is read in 
almost all states and by almost all 
managers and agents. When the man- 
ager reads the paper he does it for the 
purpose of getting informed, not on 
what is going on in Chicago, but in all 
parts of the country. The agent doesn’t 
want to know what’s being done in his 
town. He knows that. He reads to 
find out what other fellows are doing. 
If the conditions were not made known 
he would very soon decide there was no 
value in the publication, and there 
would be none. On this line of argu- 
ment I have continued to give facts as 
to rates and conditions in Detroit. If 
the managers don’t know certain con- 
ditions exist it is no fault of mine.

Antirebate Bill Introduced 

A bill that is making progress to- 
ward passing the Indiana legislature, 
having been introduced in both houses, 
is to prohibit rebating by fire insurance 
companies and agents. The fine for giv- 
ing a rebate on premium not indorsed 
on the policy is $50 to $500 for each of- 
fense, or imprisonment for thirty days 
to six months, or by both fine and im- 
prisonment. The receiver of the re- 
bate is made equally guilty with the 
giver, with the proviso that innocent 
parties shall not be held responsible for 
acts of others. 





To Educate Insured 

The Grand Rapids Board of Trade 
has appointed a special committee on 
fire insurance, with Francis D. Campau 
as chairman, and a series of four meet- 
ings has been arranged for, at which 
various phases of insurance matters will 
be discussed by experts.

The loss on the H. W. Johns-Man- 
ville Company at Milwaukee, manufac- 
turers of asbestos covering, last Sat- 
urday, is another fire that has visited 
this concern. They are excellent peo- 
ple, but a strange fatality has pursued 
them both in the factory and branch 
stores in different cities.

Hears Lecture on Sprinklers 

The February meeting of the North- 
western Fire Insurance Club, of Mil- 
waukee, composed of employes of the 
Northwestern National and North- 
western Underwriters, was held Mon- 
day evening, and proved one of unusual 
interest. R. Sullivan, sprinkler in- 
Spector for the Milwaukee board, gave 
the first of a series of lectures on 
“Sprinkler Systems and General In- 
spection.” In this lecture he confined 
himself chiefly to the history of sprin- 
lers, and showed by blackboard draw- 
ings and models the construction of the 
Vatious sprinkler devices placed on the 
Market at different times, from the 
Primitive perforated pipe efforts used 
Meastern cotton mills thirty years ago 
‘0 the finely adjusted sprinkler heads 
of today. Mr. Sullivan has been iden- 





tified with the sprinkler business since 
its inception, and his lecture was most 
thorough. It is planned to supplement 
the lectures to follow with inspection 
trips to study the various systems as 
installed in different plants in this city. 





Very Unusual Loss 

A peculiar fire was recently discov- 
ered in Edgar county, Illinois. Wallace 
Blackman, of Stratton township, a few 
miles from Paris, had begun feeding 
hay from a mow containing about ten 
tons, but soon found there was only a 
shell of outer covering of hay, the whole 
interior being only a charred mass, 
somewhat resembling charcoal. The 
barn showed no signs of fire and no 
signs of fire had ever been seen in the 
barn.

Milwaukee Local Board Subscribes $500 
to the Work of National Agents 
Association 





Charles B. Weil, one of Milwaukee’s 
most highly esteemed agents and chair- 
man of the executive committee of the 
National Association of Local Agents, 
left last Monday for an extended trip 
in the west. A few of his associates 
desiring to give expression to their sin- 
cere friendship tendered him a dinner 
at the Milwaukee Club and spent a de- 
lightful evening. Those present besides 
Mr. Weil were E. J. Tapping, who 
acted as toastmaster; Frank J. Meyer. 
J. R. Sullivan, James B. Leedom, C. F. 
Hibbard, Loyal Durand, Emil P. Hun- 
kel, George E. Heaney, D. K. Courte- 
nay, W. E. Dawe, B. M Weil, Jr., Her- 
man Pfeil and G. Y. Wilkinson. A num- 
ber of others were unavoidably absent. 


At the regular meeting of the Mil- 
waukee board last week $500 was voted 
toward the $5,000 which the National 
Association of Local Agents is trying 
to raise for working capital. The 
amount is pledged on condition that 
the entire sum of $5,000 is subscribed 
by May 1. A good many of the agents 
felt that $500 was rather a large sum to 
subscribe in view of the fact that near- 
ly all of them joined the association 
last year and many had taken advertis- 
ing space in the American Agency Bul- 
letin, but after C. B. Weil had told what 
the association was doing and had 
given the history of two recent accom- 
plishments of the executive officers of 
the association the amount was voted 
with only two agents dissenting. 

Milwaukee’s fire department suffered 
a severe blow last Saturday, when As- 
sistant Chief Gunning and four other 
firemen were killed and ten others in- 
jured under a falling wall of the H. W. 
Johns-Manville plant, at Third and Cly- 
bourn streets. Two of the injured may 
not recover. The building was a six- 
story brick structure, 150 feet square, 
of old fashioned construction, with two 
light division walls and unprotected 
openings and elevator shafts. The fire 
spread so rapidly that the 150 occu- 
pants had only time to escape and the 
fire department had no chance to save 
the building, but succeeded in keeping 
the fire from spreading. the only dam- 
age to adjoining property being due to 
the upper part of the south wall falling 
on the roof of the four-story brick 
building occupied by the Waltham and 
Netzow piano manufacturing concerns. 
The burned building was occupied for 
the manufacture of pipe and boiler cov- 
ering and dry powder fire extinguish- 
ers. The rapidity with which the fire 
spread was a surprise to everyone. The 
property loss is the greatest that one 
fire has caused in two years. The 
Johns-Manville Company carried $30,- 
000 on building and $200,000 on stock 
and machinery and the piano companies 
carried $75,000 on stock and machinery, 
both badly damaged by the fallen wall 
and water. The fire department did 
good work in confining the fire to the

Decision Very Important

REFUSAL OF ROYAL EXCHANGE 








Declines to File List of Stockholders 
and Their Addresses With 
Oklahoma 


The Royal Exchange has notified its 
Oklahoma agencies that it will not com- 
ply with the edicts of the Oklahoma 
department calling for the filing, with 
the department, a certified list of its 
directors with place of address, as re- 
quired under Article 9 of the Oklahoma 
constitution. 

At the time of sending out blank re- 
ports from the Oklahoma department, 
Commissioner McComb had copies of 
the law sent to every company, of any 
character, doing business in the state. 
He then made the following queries: 

No. 1. Is the stock of any competi- 
tive corporation, or corporations, en- 
gaged in the same kind of business, in 
or out of the state of Oklahoma, owned, 
held, or controlled in any manner what- 
ever by said company (meaning com- 
pany to which this inquiry is directed); 

No. 2. Has section 43, quoted, been 
If so, attach 
hereto an exact copy of instrament so 
filed with the said Oklahoma corpora- 
tion commission. 

Section 43 requires names and ad- 
dresses of all stockholders. 

“So far the companies doing business 
in Oklahoma are responding promptly,” 
said Commissioner McComb, “with the 
one exception, the Royal Exchange, and 
it has refused to comply, consequently 
it will have to cease doing business in 
this state, or comply.” 

“Few of the life companies have filed 
their annual reports, hence I cannot 
say as to them, but it is common repute 
that the constitution may embarrass 
some of the eastern companies. If this 
is found to be the case, the life com- 
panies so found will have to comply, or 
retire from Oklahoma.” 





Abbey Takes Buffalo German 

W. F. Abbey of Decorah, Iowa, who 
was formerly special agent of the 
Northwestern F. & M. of Minneapolis, 
has been appointed special agent of the 
Buffalo German and Buffalo Commer- 
cial for Iowa, Nebraska and Minnesota.

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WORK WITH THE PEOPLE 

THERE are striking evidences today of 
the movement on part of insurance com- 
panies to co-operate with the people and 
their associations to reduce and alleviate 
distress, to improve physical conditions, to 
diminish the fire waste and loss of life by 
fire, to provide against accident in in- 
dustrial occupantions, and so on. 

In this way the insurance companies 
come nearer the people in great humani- 
tarian movements. 

The recent movement of the METROPOLI- 
t/N Lire in calling Dr. Lee FRANKEL, the 
eminent sociologist and charity worker, to 
the position of manager of its industrial 
department, is indicative of the effort of 
insurance interests to move with the cur- 
rent of the world’s thought, rather than 
oppose it. In other words, insurance must 
be adapted to the actual needs of men and 
women. 

The MetTRopoLitaN Lire, in discussing 
its recent departure, states its future policy 
is not only to recognize insurance as a 
business feature, but a social program. 

The other day a notable address was de- 
livered before the AssociATION OF LIFE 
INSURANCE PRESIDENTS wherein the dec- 
laration was made that longevity could be 
increased provided sufficient co-operation 
could be secured to fight tuberculosis, to 
improve sanitary conditions, to demand 
pure milk and food, and to wage war in 
every direction against preventable dis- 
ease. The presidents’ association author- 
ized the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the work and ascertain to what 
extent the life companies might contribute. 

The fire insurance companies have dis- 
covered it does not pay to pull against the 
stream of public opinion. They are now 
engaging in a work while not directly 
humanitarian, in all its phases, yet it is 
one that appeals directly to the people. 

The fire companies see the severe drain 
of the terrific fire waste on the resources 
of the people and often fire involves loss 
of life or personal injury. So the fire 
companies are carrying on a noble public 
enterprise in the effort to reduce this ap- 
palling drain. They want incendiarism 
and criminal carelessness reduced to a 
minimum; they desire effective building 
fegulations, expert electrical inspection, 
ordinances preventing the storage of any- 
thing but small quantities of explosives, 
volatile liquids, etc., and then only under 
strict regulation, and the accumulation of 
inflammable rubbish. 

The liability and accident companies 
know that the death in industrial occupa- 
tions is far higher than it should be. This 
is becoming a big national question. The 
casualty companies are realizing the drift 
of opinion. 

These companies are and have been 
studying preventable accidents. Can these 
be reduced one half or one third as one 
of the large casualty company asserts? 
If so, there is a rich field for humani- 





tarian effort. If the companies, by thor- 
ough and competent inspection, by insisting 
on safeguards, by requiring stricter super- 
vision, can protect the working people, 
they should lead in this important effort. 
A shop that is indifferent to properly pro- 
tecting its employes should be severely 
penalized as to rate by the liability com- 
panies. 

While there may be some element of 
self-interest on part of insurance com- 
panies in these public movements of the 
hour, yet itys lost sight of, and should be, 
in the larger aspects of the case. It is a 
world: movement and insurance companies 
are merely one of the instruments being 
used in the mission for better conditions. 





IOWA’S PROPOSED PLAN 

Iowa members of the Fire UNpDERwrRIT- 
ERS ASSOCIATION OF THE NorTHWEST are 
considering attending the meeting the com- 
ing fall in a body. It is proposed that 
they find out how many will go, have a 
committee engage rooms for the whole 
crowd at one hotel in Chicago, using the 
size of the delegation to secure a room 
for state headquarters and other advan- 
tages which would be lost if the members 
came singly as in the past. Furthermore, 
it is believed that a certain pride among 
the field men in sending a large state 
delegation will result in more members 
attending than would do so otherwise. 

Why would it not be well for the field 
men of other states to adopt the same 
plan? It would add interest to the meet- 
ing to have a number of state headquar- 
ters, it probably would add also to the 
attendance and it would certainly result 
in members’ getting fully as good accom- 
modations for their money. 

In this connection it might be said that 
many field men are expressing the hope 
that the coming meeting will be held at 
the new Hotel La Salle, at La Salle and 
Madison streets, instead of at the Audi- 
torium. Nearly every man who attends 
the Northwest meeting has some business 
on La Salle street. Both Chicago mem- 
bers and those from elsewhere find the 
long distance between the Auditorium and 
the insurance district a serious objection 
to the big hotel on the lake front. 

Should a number of state delegations 
through their committees show the man- 
agement of the Hotel La Salle that it can 
get several hundred guests, not only for 
me year, but probably for the future meet- 
ings, by making proper concessions in re- 
gard to a meeting place, the argument 
probably would be effective. 





HOPE FOR AMENDMENT 

Lire insurance men are building their 
hopes on the address of Governor HucHEs 
of New York before the Syracuse Lire 
UNDERWRITERS ASSOCIATION as an_ indi- 
cation that he will favor a modification 
of Section 97 of the Armstrong law. He 
stated that the first measure proposed 
to him by the agency association leaders 
was regarded with favor by him, ‘but 
he did not commit himself absolutely. 
This bill provided for the extension of 
the renewal period. 

Two New York companies opposed this 
bill and said they would work to defeat 
it. A compromise was effected to include 
some of the wishes of these companies. 


lt was this bill that passed the legisla- 
ture and the governor vetoed. 

The agents therefore hope to push a 
bill that will meet with Governor HuGuHEs’ 
approval and which will extend the re- 
newal period. 





Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


E. A. Temple, founder and president 
of the Bankers Life of Des Moines, died 
of heart failure last week at Orlando, 
Fla. Mr. Temple was 77 years of age, 
being a native of Lebanon, Ill. He went 
to Burlington, Iowa, in 1837, and in 
1866 he opened a bank at Chariton, 
Iowa, which became the First National 
bank. In 1879 he moved to Des Moines 
and established the Bankers Life. 

Mr. Temple was a man of rugged 
and simple virtues, possessed of a high 
sense of integrity and fully appreci- 
ative of the responsibilities of life in- 
surance stewardship. His company 
has grown step by step but it has al- 
ways retained the foundation principles 
of its president. His personality has 
been the dominant force in the com- 
pany. His economy and honesty have 
been instilled into its makeup. 


W. L. Clayton of Greeley, Colo., for- 
merly a state senator, becomes insur- 
ance commissioner of Colorado. He is a 
coal and lumber dealer and has been in 
Democratic politics for some time. 


Cyrus K. Drew, Jr., will now appear 
at the masthead of Insurance Report of 
Denver. He is the son of the editor, 
manager, and lord high factotum of that 
admirable publication. The old man is 
Singing his soul away in _ sublime 
prophecy as he writes about the busi- 
ness. He will wield a buoyant pen until 
he begins to brew catnip tea about 2 
o’clock in the. morning to ease the 
youngster, but even at that Cyrus King, 
Jr., will be a light and joy to the Drew 
fireside. Grandfather Frank J. Edmonds 
is said to be doing as well as could be 
expected. 


H. M. Gibbs of Baltimore, state 
agent of the German American of New 
York, died suddenly Sunday and was 
buried Tuesday. Mr. Gibbs came from 
Canada and became a clerk in the old 
Lancashire office at Chicago. Later on 
he became an examiner in the depart- 
ment and then Ohio state agent. When 
the Lancashire reinsured he was ap- 
pointed Ohio state agent of the West- 
ern and British America. Later on he 
was transferred to the east for the com- 
panies, with headquarters at Philadel- 
phia. A few years ago he was made 
superintendent of agents. For a few 
months Mr. Gibbs traveled for the Hart- 
ford in Pennsylvania and then took his 
present position when Paul Turner re- 
signed. Mr. Gibbs was president of the 
West Virginia Fire Underwriters Asso- 
ciation. 

H. M. Gibbs was a likeable man, 
square all through, loyal to his friends, 
ever radiant, and sympathetic. It is a 
grief to his friends that he has passed 
on. His death was due to pneumonia. 


Frank J. Stinson, president of the Pa- 
cific Fire of New York, died Friday 
after a long illness. Mr. Stinson had 
been at the head of the Pacific for a 
great many years.

Comments on the Success 
of Fire Marshal Bureau 


As so many states have fire marshal 
bills before their legislatures, the ar- 
guments in favor of such a law coming 
from the Ohio state fire marshal is of 
interest because of the success of the 
bureau in that state. State Fire Mar- 
shal Rogers of Ohio says: 

* * * 


The need of a fire marshal to the securing 
of evidence in cases of incendiarism is shown 
by the fact that in the last 2% years the num- 
ber of convictions for incendiarism in Ohio has 
exceeded that for the hundred years preceding 
the creation of the fire marshal’s department. 
The number of incendiary fires in Ohio, whicn 
is the most populous state having a fire mar- 
shal, was in 1901, 292; in 1902, 222; in 1903, 
190; in 1904, 168; in 1905, 97; in 1906, 134; 
in 1907, 126 and in 1908, 109. 

From Texas, where an effort is making to 
secure a fire marshal law, the secretary of the 
State Firemen’s Association writes: 

“That we need a state fire marshal in Texas 
goes without saying. Our losses for the past 
year amounted to over $7,000,000. We have 
fully 50 percent of incendiary fires, some of 
them so open and above board that they really 
defy us.” 

* * o- 

The necessity for a state fire marshal arises 
from the fact that the attention of county offi- 
cers is required for so many different crimes 
that none of them can specialize, and specializa- 
tion is necessary to great success in any field of 
human _ endeavor. he detectives of the fire 
marshal’s office give their time exclusively to 
the = | of fire-bugs. Until the creation of 
a special force for this purpose, court officers 
agreed that, perjury aside, incendiarism was the 
crime in which trial was most likely to result 
in acquittal, because evidence in most cases is 
entirely circumstantial, making it difficult to 
remove all “reasonable doubt.”

he pyromaniac has a desire to burn which 
is irresistible and therefore sinless, but society 
must be protected by depriving him of liberty. 

The state fire marshal law provides that the 
“cause, origin and circumstances” of every fire 
which damages property, occurring in the state, 
shall be investigated by a municipal or town- 
ship officer and reported to the state fire mar- 
shal who is given all the powers of a court. 

The most important result of the activity of 
a fire marshal is its deterrent effect. Knowl- 
edge that incendiaries are quickly pursued and 
usually punished greatly diminishes the number 
of crimes. 

Nine states now have fire marshal departments 
and in five the commissioner of insurance has 
the powers of a fire marshal. In 18 states effort 
is being made to secure fire marshal laws like 
that of Ohio from legislatures now in session.

Year’s Transactions Indicate That the 
Business Is Getting Back to 
Normal State 





The Union Central Life shows assets 
$67,933,245, participating surplus $1,- 
671,898, nonparticipating surplus $517,- 
233, new business $29,513,025, amount in 
force $269,067,300, paid policyholders 
$4,917,946. Of the assets 81 percent is 
invested in first mortgage loans; of

The natural course of event: eath, maturity, 
lapse—has its effect in all companies. Superior 
risks can not always be retained—the impaired 
need no urging. he inevitable consequence ts 
a tendency towards a higher death rate, whicn 
will necessarily affect dividends. Every proper 
precaution to impede this tendency should be 
employed. Fraud should be wvigorously con- 
tested—do not think the company is in the 
wrong ane because suit against it has been 
instituted. laim under the Agar licy was 
resisted in court because he simply disappeared 
—judgment was rendered against the company 
and $3,000 was paid. ar was recently discov- 
ered alive and well in Texas. It is your duty 
as a loyal policyholder to assist the company in 
any fair investigation. “First-year deaths” not 
only illustrate forcibly the value of life insur- 
ance but also a. injustice to persisting 
policyhclders. o beneficiary of a first-year 
death should complain if a rigid inquiry is made 
to confirm the validity of the claim. 

New laws regulating the distribution of sur- 
plus have necessitated a change in the method of 
calculating dividends. The effect of the formuia 
adopted will be to make the earlier dividends 
larger. This must not be misunderstood to in- 
dicate increased profits. The same total amount 
is available for distribution whether under the 
old formula or the new. Larger amounts in the 
earlier years mean less rapid increase in subse- 
quent ones.

TO_CONTEST THE LIMIT LAW 





Agent of the New York Life Sues Com- 
pany to Bring Up 
Statute 





C. H. Bush, an agent of the New 
York Life in New York City, will test 
the constitutionality of the law which 
places a limit on the amount of business 
a company can write in a year. He has 
brought a friendly suit against the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Bush was a member of Nylic and 
needed $7,000 more of new business in 
1908 to reach the $50,000 necessary to 
retain his standing in the association. 
He presented an application for $25,000 
with a certified check for the premium 
and the certificate of the medical exam- 
iner that the applicant had been passed. 
This application was refused. Edward 
R. O'Malley, attorney-general, said re- 
specting the case: 


It is contended that the New York Life, by 
reason of the provisions of section 96 of the in- 
surance law, is prohibited from doing any insur- 
ance business in any one year to exceed $150,- 


000,000. The New York Life declined to write 
the policy on the ground that the $25,000 on the 
life of Burnett would exceed this limit of new 


insurance for the year 1908. This insurance 
company filed a demurrer through its attorneys 
on the ground that the complaint did not state 
facts sufficient to constitute a cause of action, 
and the matter was brought on for argument 
before Justice O’Gorman on Feb. 1. ‘ 

The case involves the question of the consti- 
tutionality of the Armstrong insurance law in 
so far as the legislature attempted to limit new 
insurance business in any one year. After the 
hearing Justice -O’Gorman decided to hold the 
matter, and asked the attorney-general to inter- 
vene. The matter in this way was brought to 
the attention of the attorney-general for the first 
time. 

This matter of limiting the amount of new in- 
surance 'that might be written annually by in- 
surance companies of this state was one of the 
important matters considered by Mr. Hughes 
and the Armstrong committee at the time of 
the insurance investigation. I am informed that 
many of the leading actuaries and insurance men 
in this country advised that such a provision

would be a wise one to adopt and to insert into 
the law. 

One of the basic reasons for this seems to 
have been that there was no benefit to policy- 
holders in a further enlargement of the business 
after it had reached a certain volume, and that 
it would cut off the expense of trying to get 
an euormously increased business. These vari- 
ous reasons seem to have appealed to the legis- 
lature when they enacted section 96 of the in- 
surance law. 


The contention of companies which 
like the New York Life are restricted 
in the amount of new business which 
they may write annually to $150,000,000, 
is that section 96 is unscientific, demor- 
alizes their agency forces, places them 
at a disadvantage in competition with 
companies which are not restricted in 
like proportion to their assets and, be- 
cause of the high ratio of lapses to busi- 
ness written, places their policyholders 
at a disadvantage in the matter of re- 
turns on their policies. It is further 
contended that the state has no busi- 
ness to interfere with the normal 
growth of an institution like a life in- 
surance company.

The Scranton Life of Scranton, Pa., 
which opened an office in Chicago in 
charge of J. H. Catlow as manager, will 
not be able to enter Illinois until it 
ceases to sell stock options with insur- 
ance.

cOX’S ADDRESS ON TAXATION 





Manager of the Life Presidents’ Asso- 
ciation Talks to the Boston 
Life Agents 





Speaking on the plan of the three 
company organizations for taxation in 
which they ask the privilege of deduct- 
ing from gross receipts death losses 
and other payments made to policy- 
holders in order that the rate of taxa- 
tion shall be applied to the remaining 
net receipts, Robert Lynn Cox of the 
Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents said at the annual meeting of the 
Boston Life Underwriters Association. 


In accordance with the basic principles of life 
insurance the many policyholders who continue 
to live pay to the representatives of the few 
who die the indemnity furnished by the insur- 
ance contract. As this transaction appears from 
the standpoint of the state we note first that 
there has been no withdrawal from the state 
of any of its taxable wealth. No profits have 
resulted to any one but on the contrary there 
has been merely a wide distribution of an in- 
dividual loss. From the economic standpoint 
the state is better off because of this distribu- 
tion of loss, for in cases where it is lacking, 
there is danger that the state itself may have to 
assume the burden of caring for those who are 
left without means of support or ability to earn 
a living. For the state to burden the transac- 
tion with a tax is to discourage that which its 
own interests require it to give encourage- 
ment. 

Should any one say that the method we favor 
might in- some cases permit a life company to 
escape taxation altogether I would reply that 
this can only occur if death losses and fulfill- 
ment of other policy contract obligations require 


! the company to pay into the state within a 
given year more money than it is withdrawing 
i from it as premium receipts. And I would 
! ask why should not a company in this situa- 
tion be exempted from taxation? I am sure 
that most states would grant exemption undcr 
such conditions very willingly. It is this bal- 
ance of trade that not only individual states 
but nations are trying to bring about. If it be 
true that the withdrawal and retention of the 
wealth of a state constitutes a menace to its 
welfare, it must be equally true that the extent 
of the menace is measured by net balance only. 
And if a balance against a state is a matter 
of grave concern, why should not a balance in 
favor of the state be a cause for congratulation 
and meet with an appropriate reward?

N. H., Nov. 10, 1864, and was educated 
in the common schools of his town, also 
at Phillips academy, Andover, Mass., 
and finally at Dartmouth college, class 
of ’87. He was admitted to the bar of 
Vermont in 1890 and soon after became 
a member of the law firm of Dilling- 
ham, Huse & Howland of Montpelier, 
Vt. Mr. Howland was secretary of 
civil and military affairs, state of Ver- 
mont, in 1888-1890; second assistant 
clerk of the House of Representatives, 
1890-1892; first assistant clerk, 1892- 
1896; chief clerk, 1896-1898; state’s at- 
torney for Washington county, 1896- 
1898; and secretary of state, 1898-1902.

Go After Former Officials 


An official demand for the commence- 
ment of suits to recover fees approxi- 
mating in the aggregate $250,000 has 
been received by Attorney-General Gil- 
bert of Wisconsin from State Treas- 
urer A. H. Dahl. The prosecutions are 
proposed against the bondsmen of for- 
mer Wisconsin commissioners of insur- 
ance, and the amounts proposed to be 
recovered were collected by these com- 
missioners as valuation fees, and re- 
tained by them. 

The amounts sought to be recovered 
are not specifically set forth in Treas- 
urer Dahl’s letter, but some suggestion 
is made as to how much may be in- 
volved. Treasurer Dahl says the valua- 
tion fees of Wisconsin companies have 
been approximately $8,000 a year in re- 
cent years, and there is record of the 
amounts which have been retained by 
the commissioners.

It is presumed that other commission- 
ers collected similar sums, and as there 
is record of all such collections, to- 
gether with the absence of record of 
the payment thereof into the state 
treasury, Mr. Dahl declares that he 
deems it his duty to proceed in this 
matter to bring about immediate re- 
covery of this money.

PUTS ON TWO SPECIAL AGENTS 
C. B. Gould and E. J. Roche to Travel 
in West for United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty 








C. B. Gould of Chicago, who for the 
past two or three years has been dis- 
trict manager of the Federal Union 
Surety for its western field, has resigned 
to accept the position of special agent 
of the United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty in lowa and Nebraska.

It seems that a man 
called at the office of the North Amer- 
ican in Minneapolis and secured some 
blank applications asking to be made 
agent. He wrote eleven cases and five 
were rejected. The other six were re- 
written by a licensed agent. All the 
transactions took place through the of- 
fice of Manager Carpenter of the North 
American in Minneapolis. Notwith- 
standing the explanation offered by the 
North American, Commissioner Harti- 
gan felt that the time had come to 
make an example of a company and the 
North American had to acknowledge 
that it was technically guilty. It should 
have secured a license for the man that 
took the applications and had it re- 
voked at once if he was not to continue 
with the company. In fact, the North

Empire State Surety’s Gain in Surplus 
—Business Done by Pennsylvania 
Casualty and Ocean 





The assets of the Empire State Surety 
are now $1,347,868, an increase of $63,- 
000 over last year. This item does not 
include $71,000 advanced on contracts, 
which is good for its face, but is not 
secured in the same way as the $25,- 
595 under this item included in the 
statement. The claim reserve is $172,- 
295, decrease $4,000; premium reserve 
$417,395, an increase of $65,000; net sur- 
plus $213,655, increase $41,000. The 
company’s premium income was $814,- 
281. It paid losses of $230,000 and the 
cost of adjustment was $75,000, a total 
of $305,000, a loss ratio of 37 percent. 
The statement was gone over bv S. H. 
Wolfe, the actuary, and approved by 
him before it was given out. While 
the company’s writing capacity on one 
bond is now $71,000, the maximum line 
it will take is $50,000. 

The Pennsylvania Casualty shows as- 
sets $578,310, premium reserve $199,889, 
loss reserve $75,467, liability claim re- 
serve $56,862, net surplus $68,204.

Increasing Its Capital 

At a meeting of stockholders of the 
Philadelphia Casualty a resolution was 
passed that the capital stock be in- 
creased from $200,000 to $1,000,000 and 
that such increase shall be made from 
time to time as the board of directors 
may determine. At a later meeting of 
the board a resolution was adopted to 
increase the paidup capital to $500,000, 
each share to be sold at a premium of 
100 percent. Already the company has 
$50,000 of the new issue subscribed, al- 
though no official notice has been sent 
out to stockholders. The stockholders 
will have the privilege of subscribing 
for the new stock on or before April 
15. This will put the Philadelphia Cas- 
ualty in good shape. 


WHY CERTIFICATES ARE LATE 








Failure of Surety Companies to File 
Statements Promptly Causes In- 
convenience to Agents 





Surety companies which fail to file their 
annual statements in Illinois early have 
caused their agents some inconvenience 
and prevented their complying with the 
requests of the courts that certificates 
of compliance be filed promptly. There 
has been some complaint in Chicago 
that certificates of compliance did not 
come from the Illinois insurance de- 
partment as early in the year as is de- 
sirable. Supposing that the delay was 
due to overtaxing the capacity of the 
clerical force of the department at this 
time of year, this paper wrote Superin- 
tendent Potter, requesting his state- 
ment on the situation. His reply, which 
follows, is self-explanatory. 

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 15, 1909.—To the 
Editor: I beg to state that the records of this 
office show the chief cause for delay in agents 
of surety companies receiving certificates of 
compliance in due time, showing authority of 
their companies to do business in this state for 
the ensuing year, is the failure of the companics 
to file their statements promptly. Very fre- 
quently we find that agents expect certificates of 


compliarce before the date fixed by law for 
filing the annual statement, which is Feb. 1. 
Under the law, as you perhaps know, the 


certificate of compliance cannot be issued until 
the company’s statement is filed with the de- 
partment. To make a specific showing of where 
the trouble lies I desire to furnish you with the 
following facts: 
he American Bonding Company filed its an- 
nual statement in this department Jan. 30, 
which was in due time. On Jan. 22 and on 
Jan. 25 requests were received for certificates 
of compliance for this company. The agents 
were notified that as soon as statement was re- 
ceived the same would be sent. Certificates of 
compliance were sent the day following receipt 
of statement.

GETS OUT BASEBALL POLICY 








German Commercial Issues a Special 
Contract for Professional Play- 
ers—Another New Policy 





The German Commercial Accident is 
now issuing a “Special Base Ball Play- 
ers’ Policy” and has already closed busi- 
ness with some of the teams. The pre- 
mium is $60 a year. The insuring clause 
is: 

Does hereby insure .........+.. » a baseball 
player by occupation, in the amounts set forth 
as follows and subject to all provisions and con- 
ditions contained or endorsed hereon, for the 


period of one year from 12  o’clock noon 
(standard time) of the ........ day of ......, ° 
19...., against disability or death resulting di- 


rectly and independently of all other causes 
from bodily injuries effected solely through ex- 
ternal, violent and accidental means, including 
such accidents sustained while in the _ per- 
formance of the duties of a baseball player on 
any baseball field or grounds. 

Death Benefit 

Sec. “A.” In the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars for loss of life; provided, such injuries 
shall independently of all other causes, imme- 
diately, continuously and wholly disable the in- 
sured, and which shall be the sole and exclusive 
cause of his death, within thirty days from the 
date of the event causing such injury; or 

Weekly Indemnity 

In the sum of fifteen dollars a week, for not 
less than one week nor more than ten con- 
secutive weeks, for any one accident, during 
which time the insured shall be immediately, 
continuously and wholly disabled thereby, frorfi 
transacting any and every duty or duties per- 
taining to his occupation as a baseball player, 
either in practice, or exhibition, or champion- 
ship games; or 

Double Payments 

Sec. “B.” In the sum of two thousand dol- 
lars for loss of life while the insured is a pas- 
= and being actually in or upon any rail- 
road or street railway passenger car, or in a 
passenger elevator (except mine elevator), or 
while a passenger and on board a steam vessel 
of any regular line for the transportation of 
passengers, or by the burning of the structure 
of a building while the insured is therein; or 

Double Weekly Indemnit 

In the sum of thirty dollars a week, for not 
less than a week nor more than ten con- 
secutive weks, for any one accident; provided, 
such injuries occur as specified under Sec- 
tion “B.” 

Section “B” benefits are in lieu of those in 
Section “A’ for accidents noted, subject to the 
same terms and conditions.

The German Commercial has gotten 
out a new policy known as the “Definite 
Accumulative Combination Accident.” 
It costs $125 a year. It pays $125-$250 
weekly benefits for 200 weeks and $25,- 
000-$50,000 death benefits according to 
whether the accident is ordinary or 
travel. The beneficiary is insured 
against travel accident for $25,000. It 
gives the other usual features. 





Killed Antiliability Bill 
A liability bill introduced in the In- 
diana legislature at the request of 
trades unions, making it unlawful for 
any corporation employing laborers to 
take indemnity insurance against loss 
by injury to their employes and mak- 
ing it unlawful for any person, firm or 
company to insure or indemnify said 
corporations or other employers in 
such manner, has been killed. The 
penalty proposed was a fine of not more 

than $1,000 and imprisonment. 





Vandiver to Be President 
The St. Louis Bonding Company of 
St. Louis, which was chartered a week 
ago, is organizing under the trust laws 
of Missouri, which permit such compa- 
nies to transact fidelity and surety busi- 





ness. The authorized capital will be 
$500,000 and it is the purpose of the 
organizers to raise $400,000 immediate- 
ly, of which sum over $300,000 is said 
to be in hand. The remaining $100,000 
of capital will be sold after the com- 
pany has commenced business. 

It is stated that Superintendent Van- 
diver will be president of the company 
and will take charge immediately upon 
completion of organization. 


TO TEST LIABILITY STATUTE 








Suit Filed at Indianapolis Under Fed- 
eral Law to Recover for Death 
of Railway Employe 





Suit has been filed in the superior 
court at Indianapolis on behalf of 
Christian F. Hansing, administrator of 
the estate of Andrew Hansing, against 
the Big Four railway company for $10,- 
000 damages. This will bring up the 
question of whether or not a law passed 
by Congress in 1908 at the request of 
President Roosevelt is valid in Indiana. 
Congress passed an act in 1906 giving 
right of action for damages on account 
of death or injury to an employe be- 
cause of the negligence of coemployes, 
and the law applied to all common car- 
riers engaged in any kind of commerce. 
This act was declared unconstitutional. 

To take its place President Roosevelt 
advocated an act of similar nature, but 
limited it in its application to common 
carriers engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and this was passed in 1908. 
There is a rule of law in Indiana, under 
decisions of the supreme and appellate 
courts, which forbids the right of re- 
covery from a common carrier for the 
negligence of a coemploye. Notwith- 
standing this Indiana rule of law, suit 
has been filed under the United States 
law, in the belief that it gives the ad- 
ministrator the right for the recovery 
of damages. 

Hansing was killed Dec. 18, 1908, 
while acting as a brakeman for the 
company in the railway yards south- 
east of Indianapolis. It is alleged that 
a train backed into him while he was 
throwing a switch for the main track, 
and that the accident was due to the 
negligence of other employes of the Big 
Four company. Hansing was a brake- 
man upon a through freight operating 
between Cincinnati and Indianapolis. 
This is the first suit of the kind brought 
in Indiana. 


EMPIRE STATE SURETY PLANS 








Company Will Drive Especially for 
Fidelity, Surety, Accident, Health 
and Burglary Business 





Wm. M. Tomlins, Jr., president of the 
Empire State Surety, was in Chicago a 
few days last week. He expects to go 
to California next month. Mr. Tomlins 
says that during the coming year the 
company probably will establish one or 
two branch offices at important points. 
He believes in that system, but does not 
desire to introduce it too rapidly on 
account of the initial expense. 

The company has made no drive for 
liability business the past year, having 
cut off practically all its mining risks 
and considerable of its employers lia- 
bility business, confining itself largely 
to public, physicians’ and druggists’ lia- 
bility. Its loss ratio on plate glass 
business has been unsatisfactory dur- 
ing the year and it is not seeking that 
business very vigorously. 

The company is putting the most 
pressure on the fidelity, surety, acci- 
dent, health and burglary departments, 
although it is doing but little bank 
burglary business. The gains in the 
premium income from these depart- 
ments have been good during the past 
year. 

Mr. Tomlins says the company will 
pay no more dividends until the com- 
pany has $50,000 net surplus. It now 
has its assets on a rock bottom basis 
and its reserves are ample. The com- 





pany feels fortunate in securing as 
treasurer G. L. Smith, who has been 
head accountant of the Fidelity & 
Surety and is one of the most expert 
casualty company accountants in the 
country. 

The Empire State made practically 
no underwriting profit last year. Its 
loss ratio was about 37 percent and the 
expense ratio was about 60 percent. 
The expense ratio shows a reduction of 
about 3 percent from that of the pre- 
vious year. The company now has its 
various departments organized and with 
an increasing premium income further 
reductions in the expense ratio are to 
be expected. 





Bank Depositors’ Bill 

A bill providing for the insurance of 
bank deposits has been introduced be- 
fore the Wisconsin legislature by Sen- 
ator Walter C. Owen. The measure 
provides that every state bank of Wis- 
consin shall set aside on Jan. 1, 1910, 
an amount equal to 1 percent of its de- 
posits as a depositors’ insurance fund. 
On the first of every year thereafter 
until 2 percent of its deposits have been 
placed in the fund, the bank is to credit 
one-tenth of 1 percent of its deposits 
to the fund. After the amount reaches 
2 percent, it is to be held intact until 
such time as drafts from the state bank- 
ing commissioner deplete it or the bank 
brings its business affairs to a close, 
when it becomes the property of the 
bank. Depositors who draw more than 
3 percent interest must get along with- 
out insurance on their deposits.

In opening Mr. Thomas referred 
to Albert Reese Davis, toastmaster at 
the banquet a year ago, who has been 
seriously ill for some time. On his 
suggestion a silent toast was pledged 
with wishes for a speedy recovery. The 
committee had already had flowers sent 
to Mr. Davis and to Horace Parks, who 
is also ill. Later the toastmaster read 
a letter from Mr. Parks in which he 
thanked the members for their thought- 
fulness of his welfare. 

Exchange Results in Good 

Mr. Thomas also referred to the cal- 
endar sent out some time ago by Hale, 
Seaton & Co., on which appeared a quo- 
tation from Lincoln. He said that it 
was left for one of the younger mem- 
bers of the craft to voice these senti- 
ments in this way and that the calendar 
should find a place in every office. 

Mr. Thomas said that the agent who 
can not observe the few simple rules 
adopted by the local association should 
not be one of the members. There is 
nothing about them that can do harm 
and, if lived up to, they will result in 
much good. Since the agents assem- 
bled in the Garfield building nine years 
ago, Mr. Thomas said, they had grown 
closer together and such relations have 
been established as will prove of great 
benefit to all. 

Thomas Reviews Situation 

Conditions now are somewhat com- 
plex, he said, owing to certain questions 
which have arisen, but there is no rea- 
son why all should not be cleared up in 
a perfectly satisfactory manner. The 
speaker referred to two banks that 
have engaged in the insurance business 
and said that this’ branch of activity 
should be preserved to the men who 
give their exclusive attention to it. The 
laws do not permit state banks to en- 
gage in the business of insurance, ac- 
cording to an opinion recently issued 
by Attorney-General Denman, and Mr. 
Thomas said he believed they will soon 
retire from it. 

Conditions are changing with the 
rapid growth of the city, according to 
the speaker, and agents must keep pace 
with them. They need criticisms and 
suggestions, just as in any other busi- 
ness, but there is not a more broad- 
minded lot of men any place than in 
this organization. For this reason, the 
speaker felt that the business is safe 
with them and will be handled in the 
best manner possible. 

Mr. Thomas concluded his address 
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with a play on the names and charac- 
teristics of a number of the most prom- 
jinent agents in the city. Had no names 
been mentioned those well acquainted 
with the men would have recognized 
them from the remarks. 

Attorney Fuller’s Address 

C. W. Fuller, an attorney of Cleve- 
land, opened his talk with the state- 
ment that a prominent fire insurance 
man has said it costs $50,000 to educate 
a field man and that it doubtless costs 
fully as much or more to educate an 
insurance lawyer. Then he twitted Mr. 
Gooch for deserting the company that 
educated him and organizing one of his 
own where his knowledge is used for 
his own benefit. 

Mr. Fuller said that the fire insur- 
ance business is new as compared with 
some other lines, as it dates back only 
about 200 years, but that its develop- 
ment has been so marvelous that there 
is almost nothing else to compare with 
it. Then he spoke of the results should 
all the companies suddenly withdraw 
from the state and said that a special 
session of the legislature would be 
necessary to afford protection to the 
properties thus placed in danger. 

The assured should be educated on 
insurance matters, the speaker stated, 
and better laws should be enacted. The 
two things travel hand in hand, but such 
organizations as this are in position to 
look after both. There is no country 
where the fire loss is so great as in 
America and the question is how to re- 
duce it. Mr. Fuller said that doing 
away with fraudulent fires and fraud in 
the settlement of losses would do much 
in the way of reducing the amount paid 
out that should not be. The compa- 
nies, he said, invite such fraudulent 
losses by the ease with which they pay 
them. Agents should inspect all their 
risks, be satisfied with the physical and 
moral hazard and not permit overinsur- 
ance. 

Pellet Discusses Rates and Agents 

Clarence S. Pellet, well-known Chi- 
cago agent, discussed rates in a very 
interesting manner. He stated that the 
underwriters’ organization in Chicago 
is incorporated and has authority to 
make rates. Conditions are different in 
Cleveland, where this can not be done 
because of the interference of state 
laws. He discussed the necessity for 
uniform rates, fair to both the assured 
and the companies, and said he wished 
he could say that no company would 
appoint an agent who would not secure 
the full rate and that no agent would 
accept a company that would not insist 
upon having the full rate on every risk 
accepted. 

Mr. Pellet said that sometime some- 
thing will happen in the insurance world 
and that what is left afterward will be 
real insurance agents. He feels that 
the business can go on for a certain 
time in the way it has in the past, but 
eventually there must be a change that 
will be conducive to better conditions 
in general. 
ommenting upon the custom of 
holding banquets and other general 
meetings, Mr. Pellet said that the 
agents of Chicago do too little “get- 
ting together” and that he would tell 
them how to do it when he returned. 
he speaker was evidently well pleased 
with the manner in which Cleveland 
agents get out on occasions like this 


and the preparations that are made for 
such events. 


MoGregor on Publicity 

Rs D. McGregor, western manager of 
he Queen, after a number of good sto- 
nes, discussed publicity as applied to 
the insurance business. He said that 
Publicity is born of necessity and that

What into the history of the trouble in 
enone and humorously told of inter- 
mee with the attorney-general in

The speaker then said that Missouri 
might be shown all the companies have 
in their private offices and that it would 
perhaps be more than the attorney-gen- 
eral would want to see. It seems, how- 
ever, that that state has decided that 
the business can not be done in fair- 
ness both to the people and the compa- 
nies without some plan of making 
equitable rates, and the present gov- 
ernor, formerly the attorney-general, is 
lending his aid to secure plans for a 
bureau whose work will be legal. 

Work of Education Going On 

Attorney Thomas Bates, who had 
charge of the matter for the companies 
in Missouri, is now working in other 
states and more than ever before the 
companies are endeavoring to enlighten 
people on the business. They are being 
shown that the premiums are a tax and 
that upon the extent of the losses de- 
pends the size of this tax. In his ex- 
perience, Mr. McGregor said, he had 
not found people opposed to paying a 
fair rate for insurance. Referring to 
the great fire waste, he said the people 
do not realize its enormity because this 
is a wealthy country, but it is becoming 
a scandal and the companies are as 
anxious to get away from it as the peo- 
ple should be. 

Mr. McGregor commented very fa- 
vorably upon the work of the state fire 
marshal in introducing instruction on 
fire prevention in the public schools, 
where the children are taught how to 
avoid fires rather than how to extin- 
guish them after they are started. Sev- 
eral other steps have been taken in ad- 
vance of other states, also, and the re- 
sults will doubtless be good. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor’s address was given careful at- 
tention and was fully enjoyed not only 
for the sound views expressed, but also 
for its wit and the good stories that 
came at intervals. 

A. H. Bedell, chairman of the ban- 
quet committee, was called upon to tell 
how he and his associates managed to 
prepare everything so perfectly for the 
meeting and see that all came out as 
designed. Mr. Bedell stated that he 
would prefer not to go into the matter, 
but that he was satisfied if the dinner 
came up to the expectations of those 
who attended. His coworkers were W. 
H. Brooks, W. J. James, C. H. Parsons 
and R. H. Perdue.

past ten days have gone over the state 
with a fine-tooth comb, seeking out 
every local agent they could reach in 
the ninety-nine counties and impressing 
him that he must write immediately to 
his senator, representative and the gov- 
ernor. 

The Harding bill will be in the lime- 
light for the next week. It will have a 
good deal of support and some opposi- 
tion, but it will not be neglected. The 
entire forceful influence of the insur- 
ance interests is concentrated on this 
measure and they have men closely 
watching every move. 








Case Taken Under Advisement 


Superintendent Lemert of Ohio has 
taken under advisement the question of 
revoking the Ohio license of the Home 
Life of New York for technical viola- 
tion of the law, and will act upon the 
advice of Attorney-General Denman. 
A local attorney in Ohio retained by 
the company to defend a suit brought 
against it by former Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Jones of Youngstown, the settle- 
ment on whose policy did not come 
up to the agent’s estimates, transferred 
the suit to the federal court. The pen- 
alty for this action in Ohio is revoca- 
tion of license for three years. As soon 
as the company’s legal department dis- 
covered the mistake it had the case sent 
back to the state court. The attorney 
who made the original transfer pleaded 
his ignorance of this particular law in 
the hearing before Judge Lemert. A 
similar law in Kentucky has been de- 
clared constitutional by the United 
State Supreme Court. On account of 





the high standing of the Home Life and 
the-absence of intent to violate the law, 
it is likely Judge Lemert will deal as 
leniently as possible with the company.

POINTERS m 


FOR LOCAL AGENTS. 


Question—Two assured have differ- 
ent farm policies. One has a combined 
fire, lightning and tornado policy. An- 
other has a fire and lightning policy and 
a separate tornado policy. Which of 
these contracts is the best? Suppose 
the first man has a fire loss. Isn’t his 
entire policy of $1,000 exhausted if he 
has a tota! loss although really the tor- 
nado part is not involved? And in the 
second man’s case, if he has a fire loss, 
would his tornado policy be affected? 

Answer—Some farm companies issue 
a combined fire, lightning and tornado 
policy and others issue a fire and light- 
ning policy and a separate tornado pol- 
icy. In case of a loss it reduces the 
future liability on the combined policy 
by the amount of the claim. If a loss 
is total the indemnity of the policy is 
exhausted. There has been consider- 
able complaint about this combined pol- 
icy because a man is paying a premium 
for two different kinds of insurance and 
if he has a loss on either the entire 
policy is involved. In our opinion this 
is not strict justice to the assured and 
works to his disadvantage. In case of 
the separate policies a man may have a 
fire loss and only the fire policy is af- 
fected. His tornado policy goes on 
just the same. If he has a tornado 
claim, the fire policy is not disturbed. 
This is the only equitable contract in 
our opinion. In case of a combined 
policy a man is made to pay a larger 
premium than he otherwise would pay 
for fire insurance, for example, if he 
has a fire loss because if a new policy 
is written, the tornado part of the pre- 
mium on the old policy goes down with 
the fire part.

Question—A policy is written on a 
store building, and about two months 
later the exposures are changed and 
the rate reduced. Is the assured en- 
titled to a refund? If the rate were 
raised would he have to pay an extra 
premium? 

Answer—Where the rate on a risk is 
increased on account of extra hazard a 
company collects the extra rate from 
the time the hazard increased until the 
expiration of a policy. If the rate is 
increased by the application of a new 
schedule or a re-rating the extra pre- 
mium is not collected during the life 
of a policy, but at expiration the new 
rate prevails. During the life of a policy 
if a rate is decreased because of a 
credit for improvement either as to ex- 
posure or for any other cause the as- 
sured is entitled to a prorata rebate on 
his policy.
